Based on the major research strands in the teaching of writing, the Writing to Win© 
System has begun answering the following questions for South Dakota teachers across 
the curriculum.  
 

Given our time constraints, how do we get our students to engage in authentic 
writing about topics across the curriculum?”  
What can make students write out what they’ve learned as a regular routine for 
learning? 
What can improve their writing scores? 
What can develop our classes into communities of writers? 

 
 
Writing to Win© appeared first in Emery and Flandreau, then in 33 pilot districts in 2005-
2006. It provides a comprehensive system of tools for journal writing (year 1), process 
writing (year 2), and grammar instruction (year 3). Each set of tools helps you do what 
research has shown improves student writing most effectively. If you’re ready to learn, 
we’re ready to lead. Join the statewide initiative to help students write their best. 

 
 
 
 



Writing to Win© is designed for teams of teachers from each school to be trained as 
writing coaches in their local schools. In 2 ½ days, participants will learn the keys to teaching 
effective writing.  

 
What results can you expect? Research shows that students do 30% better on tests of 
knowledge in courses that implement a student self-check routine like the one you will learn at 
the workshop. Here is a typical impact of the Writing to Win© model:  When students completed 
two short writing assignments a week in every class, their pass rate in a middle school on a 
state writing test increased from 66% to 91% in a single year!  The pass rate at a high school 
moved up from 74% to 98% in three years.  See www.writingtowin.com for more details. 
 
Writing to Win© I (journal writing) will be offered June 13 - 15. It presents the tools needed 
for energizing instruction in short writing across the curriculum. The objective is writing fluency. 
Researchers agree that young writers must write fluently before we teachers can help them 
become the refined creators of reports, essays and extended fiction.

Year 1:  Phase One of Writing to Win© trains students to be fluent thinkers in a dozen critical 
thinking strategies.

Writing to Win© II (process writing) will be offered June 11 - 13. It presents the tools 
needed for giving students the power to make good choices about writing at each step of the 
writing process. Research shows that clearly defined teacher expectations for each step of the 
process assure authentic and articulate writing from students.  
 
Year 2:  Phase Two of Writing to Win© trains students to be confident users of tools, such as 
advance organizers and rubrics, in their writing. Teachers and administrators who have 
completed the Year 1 training are invited to Year 2 training: Writing to Win© Process Writing.
